In this Instance, however, the 


murdered and suicide use.d a deadly blade 
which drank of the life-blood of himself 
and helpme.et every time it was plunged 
Into the body of his vlntlm or himself. 
Happily, the commodore's children, 
at 


the time of tho slaughter wore out of tho 
way, otherwise they, too, might be num- 
bered among 
the victims of his ven-
